Paris, Aug. 4 (AP).—The body of 
Louis Bleriot, French air pioneer, 
lay in state Sunday in his home 
surrounded by flowers from ad­ 
mirers. 
Bleriot, first to fly the English 
channel and an outstanding aviation 
engineer, died suddenly Saturday 
night of a heart attack. He was 64 
years old.

The good in people far outweighs the bad, or the imperfect, and it is 
easier to recognize. Praise and encouragem ent are always in order—and 
what a vast am ount of good a little praise does, anyway! 
No good purpose is ever served by continually trying to tear down w hat 
another has sincerely tried to build. 
Constructive criticism is good, but 
there are those who seem to take pleasure in looking for the flaws in a 
person or work, the m om ent of contact. 
There is one literary critic in the United States whom I deeply love 
and admire, for he rarely tears a thing to pieces. He takes great pleasure 
in praising the work of both new' comers and of those who have long a r­ 
rived, 
Not th a t he considers all of this praise as wholly deserved, but be­ 
cause he would rather encourage and inspire than to cause a hurt. Time 
judges, and from that decision there is no appeal. 
We are all frail creatures to some extent or other. 
We need all the 
encouragem ent that we can get—often more than we really deserve. But 
it is better to err in praising too m uch th an in too little. 
William Muldoon, who died a year or so ago. w'as a marvelous example 
of self-discipline, and he was often considered a hard m aster when it came 
to treating the bodies of others at his health resort, but he said one thing 
th a t has stayed with me. "It is surprising," he said, "how' the body re­ 
sponds to a little kindness.” 
Everybody responds to a little kindness. It often lights up an entire 
life, giving it a new and happy course. 
If you have to find fault, find fault with yourself, and try to correct, 
both your m anner of thought and your attitude toward life.
